AN OFFENSIVE CLASS OF WRITERS. 


From the “ Boston Transcript.” 


Some of our readers who are in the habit of taking books from the 
Athenwum, Boston, or Mercantile Library, have doubtless been annoyed 
by a practice to which we desire to call the particular attention of those in 
fault. We refer to the marginal annotations with which some persons in- 
sist upon furnishing those who are to follow as readers of the volumes 
upon which these luminous criticisms are recorded. There isan amusing 
variety in these anonymous opinions, as inscribed upon -sundry books 
which have fallen under our notice. Sometimes the reader expresses 
his disgust with a volume by a terse sentence on the title-page, as in the 
volume of Carlyle’s Essays, from the Mercantile Library, now before us. 
One critic pronounces it “a humbug,” and another says—“ too hard 
work to read this book ;” while the pages of the same volume are en- 
riched by a long marginal disquisition upon the German mind—the style 
being modelled upon that of Carlyle, but exhibiting “ the contortions of 
the sybil, without her inspiration.” We remember to have seen @ vol- 
ume of Macaulay’s Essays, with the gratifying mark appended, of “ pretty 
fair”—a commendation which would, perhaps, be encouraging to the 
Baron, as coming from an American source. Washington Irving is 
endorsed on the fly leaf as “ tip-top,” and Dickens as “ first rate.” 

The comments pencilled in books from the Atheneum and Public 
Libraries are generally of a different character’ The anonymous critics 
signify their approval or dislike of the text in copious marginal notes, or 
by means of cabalistic characters supposed to express various degrees of 
assent or disagreement. Sometimes a passage of poetry will have “ How 
beautiful! ” written in a feminine hand in the margin, or a proposition 
be flanked by “ True,” or “ Right,” or “ Doubtful.” A favorite mode of 
expression is by means of underlining or of perpendicular marks against 
such passages as strike the reader as being particularly true, brilliant, or 
startling. This practice, in particular, seems to be increasing to a de- 
plorable extent. 

There are some persons among these self-constituted critics with 
whom it is useless to remonstrate upon the impropriety of their conduct. 
The foolishness of a fool will not depart from him though you bray him 
in a mortar, 2nd the conceited pedant will thrust his worthless opinions 
upon you in e of your manifest desire to be delivered from them. 
But a moment’s reflection will convince any reasonable person that the 
practice of marking borrowed books in any manner is an impertinence 
which no lady or gentleman should be guilty of. That which pleases 
one person may be distasteful to the next reader; and the latter will not 
thank his predecessor for his unwelcome criticism. Those who are 
nothing if not critical, and whose opinions upon the work in hand will 
have vent, should record their convictions in a private volume, for the 
mental retreshiment of themselves and their immediate friends. But the 
readers of library books should be permitted to judge of the merits 
thereof unembarrassed by gratuitous comments, which are generally as 
worthless as they are unwelcome,

Messrs. Sotheby and Wilkinson have announced the sale of the celebrated 
assemblage of manuscripts known as the Libri Collection, said to be one of 
the most important ever brought forward, as regards high historical interest 
and value, and which will doubtless excite great attention on the part of 
those desirous of procuring treasures of so high a degree of rarity. The 
books are also of a rare and fine class, embracing first editions of the clas- 
sics, romances of chivalry, the rarest editions of the poets of Europe, and an 
extraordinary collection of exquisite bindings illustrating the history of bib- 
liology from the earliest period. 


Mr. Murray gave his annual sale dinner on the 10th inst., at the Albion 
Tavern: it was attended as usual by all the chiefs of the London trade. 
Without any very leading new books, there were sufficient of interest to sus- 
tain good numbers, and to make up a large amount sold. The business com- 
menced with the Rev. W. Ellis’s Madagascar, of which nearly 1700 copies 
were taken; the new edition of Asop’s Fables, 1500; the Marquis Cornwal- 
lis’s Papers and Correspondence relating to the American War, 8 vols. 350; 
a new volume of Sermons by the Rev. J. J. Blunt, 1600; the Third Volume 
of Rawlinson’s Herodotus, 800; of the cheap edition of Lord Dufferin’s High 
Latitudes, 1000; Fergusson’s Architecture, 700; good numbers of Lockhart’s 
Spanish Ballads; a new illustrated edition of Childe Harold, from original 
drawings by Skelton; Lane’s Arabian Nights; ete. : and of the old favorites, 
Mrs. Markham’s England and Little Arthur’s England commanded the highest 
numbers, each attaining orders for above 700: copies: altogether a large sum 
total was the result. 


A copy of the First Edition of Burns's Poems, printed at Kilmarnock in 
1786, was recently sold at a sale in Edinburgh for £3 10s. : it is in the orig- 
inal binding, and was bought by Mr. Stevenson, of Edinburgh, the antiqua- 
rian bookseller.
